RODERBICK RANDOM BUTLER CENSURED. 
WasHINGTON, March 17 —The excitement 
of expelling a member for taking money for 
appointments bas very materially lessened, 
for there was but « slight increase to-day 
over the usual attendance in the House on 
the proposition te expel Roderick R. Butler, 
of Tennessee, for receiving a thousand dollars 
after nominating « cadet to the Military Acad- 
emy. Although there was a majority of over 
forty for his expulsion, the two-thiras vote 
required by the Constitation was not ob- 
tained, and Mr. Batler eseaped only to receive 
the unanimous cevsure af the House. Parties 
were somewhat divided on the case, two or 
three prominent Democrats, like Brooks, of 
a York. and Axtel!, of California, vot- 
og «gsinet expulsion, while 
Kepublcams like ba ge Bian, Perse. 
‘worth, Ingersoll, _ others, voted for 
it.

expulsion and took the unanimous censure of 
the House with the utmost coolness. Before 
the case was eslled up be was very active on 
the Republican side in visiting members, and 
talking with them on the impending situation. 
The fear that Andre® Johnson would be re- 
turned as Batler’s successor operated to some 
extent, it is said, om the Republican side to 
prevent an expulsion. This is probably the 
last case in the cadetship investigation which 
will require the action of the House, as the 
commiuttee have discovered no others tnus far 
which will necessitate a vote of the House. 
THE FUNDING BILL. 

Secretary Boutwell appeared before the 
Ways and Means Committee to-day and gave 
his reasons at considerable length in support 
of the funding bill, as originally reported by 
the Senate Finance Committee, but in oppo- 
tition to the svape in which it passed the 
Senate. Mr. Boutwell thought it a matter of 
great importance that the clause allowing 
coupons beld by foreign bolders to be paid in 
foreign countries should be restored in the 
bLUL He said it weuld very materially assist 
in negotiating the loan abroad; indeed he re- 
garded it as almost indispensable to the suc- 
cess Of this important foaecial measure. Mr. 
Boutwell also bed some objection to the 
amount fixed by the Senate bill. It is under- 
stood the committee took no action to-day 
om the bill, but intend to go ahead and fin- 
ish it up and report it to the House next 
week. 

THE PRESIDENT AT THE CAPITOL. 

The President visited the Capito! again to- 
day and remained for some time in the Presi- 
dent's room, in the Senate wing, where he 

conferred with Senators regarding the ratifi- 
cation of the treaty for the anpeastion of Ban 
Domingo. The President feels very anxious 
that this step in hus foreign policy should not 
be repudiated by the Seuate, and he feels vory 
much disappeinted at the adverse report of 
the Committee on Foreiga Relations, which 
he bopes to overcome by giving bis views and 
additional facts to individual Senators. 
*®Should the Senate adopt a pending resolution 
to consider all treaties in open session, it 
maintained by the opponents of this San 
Domingo treaty that startling revelations wil! 
be made, which will very speedily secure its 
rejection.

Lobpsiein was a gardener by profession, and 
leaves @ wife and two children io very moderate 
circumstances. He was about years of age 

Heitz is @ carpenter by trade, and is about W 
years of age, and basa wifeand four calldreno 
He le & very toteliigent-looking man aod bas 
hitherto borne a good r-putation. He claims to 
have been at one time a colonel in the Frenc. 
army. While io be station-bou-¢ la-- olght he 
sppeared cheerful ead conversed readily. He 
did pot seem greatly conceroecd, and avout Il 
o'clock was sleeping sound(y. 

A post mortem examination of the body of the 
murdered man was beld. The beart was found 
to be plerced through and through. Tbe ball 
lodged itp his back

The public was somewhat surprised at an 
early hour on Sunday morning last by the an 
pouncement that E. M. Yerger bad escaped 
from jail, and various and coutradictory were 
the conjectures and rumors that prevailed 
duriug the day conceruing the event. 

it appears that the prisoeer had become 
impatient under the several postponementg 
of the hearing of his petition for ball, under 
writ of babeas corpus, and was especially 
indigpant toward his counsel on Saturday 
last for having agreed to the postponement 
of the case for still another month. He de- 
termined tO make bis e-cape, and intimated 
as much to his counsel, and perbap: to others. 
When the prisoner was placed in the custody 


ers; but the rules of the jall were creatly re- 
laxed in his faver on the pledge of his counsel | 
that be would pot attempt to escape, or avail 
bimeelf of any opportualty of doing so. 
After the proceedings of Satarday, and the 
threat of tue prisoper to esc upe, the sherifl 
was notified by his counsel that they would no 
longer be responsible for bis remaining ip coo 
finement. Acting upoo this notice, Sheriff 
Lake and his deputy visited the jail about 
eleven oclock on Saturday night, with a 
view to securely locking up the prisvver. 
They found him insensible from drink, or 
feignedly 60, and could not remove bim to a 
cell without lifting bim bodily. They very 
reasonably concluded that he would be harm 
less until morning, and so lefthim. For all 
this, ana the general management of the jail, 
Sheriff Lake bas been made the subject of 
much gro@sand absurd abuse.
